DESPERATE  ATTACK 

AT  CONTALMAISON 


Capture  Village  of  Biaches,  Near  Peronne,  and  by  Brilliant 

Charge  Carry  Hill   Dominating  Valley — Also 
1  Make  Successful  Two  Surprise 

Attacks  in  Champagne 


tiONDON,  July  10.— After  the  alxth 
deiiperiite  attack  thta  afternoon  the 
Germane  Hucceeded  in  enterins  Tronea 
wood,  avcordinc  tu  the  Britlah  state- 
ment laaued  tonight.  Thia  waa  at  the 
exi>enae  of  very  heavy  caaualtiea,  the 
atatement  adda,  and  the  flchttnc  In  the 
wood   continues. 

The    text   reada: 

"Thla  afternoon,  after  the  Mixth 
deaperate  attaclc,  the  Oermana  aucceed- 
ed  in  enterins  Tronea  wood  at  the  ex- 
pense of  heavy  losnes.  The  flvhttng  in 
the   wood   continues. 

"Farther  weat  wo  gained  a  lodgment 
In  the  Mametz  wood,  where  the  cnemy'a 
defeme  hitherto  had  reaiated  all  our 
cfforta.  We  also  gained  ground  east  of 
Ovtilera   and    L.a   Bolaaelle. 

"Yeaterday  the  Royal  Flying  Corps 
operated  several  attacks  auccenafully, 
bombing  various  detraining  centres  and 
munition  depots.  Numeroua  engage- 
ments occurred  in  the  air,  as  a  result 
of  which  one  Uerman  machine  was 
destroyed  and  several  othera  were 
driven  to  the  ground  allghtly  da- 
maged." 

■•rmr*   nffkt   for   Wood 

The  text  of  the  earlier  statement 
follows: 

'^Durltl«  the  laat  forty-eight  houra 
particularly  aevere  lighting  hua  centred 
around  the  Tronea  wood,  which  ia  tri- 
angular In  shape  and  meaaurea  some 
1,400  yards  from  north  to  aouth  with 
a  auuthern  base  of  400  yardai  and  has 
been  strongly  defended  by  the  Oer- 
mana with  trenches  ahd  wire  entangle- 
ments. 

"On  the  morning  of  July  S,  after  a 
heavy  bombardment,  we  captured  the 
Mouthern  end  of  the  wood.  Subse- 
quently we  extended  our  poaltlon  to» 
ward  the  norU>  »Rd  drove  IWQk  a  da- 
tor  mined  counter-attack  with  heavy 
loaaes  to  tha  enemy. 

"Yeaterday  afternoon,  as  already  re- 
ported, two  more  Qerman  oounter-at- 
tacks  In  mass  against  our  positions  in 
the  wood  were  crushed  by  our  artll- 
tory.  Again  laat  night  the  enemy 
bombarded  the  wood  and  launched  two 
•trong  attacks  against  it  from  the  east 
and  southeast.  The  first  of  these  was 
completely  repulsed.  •  The  second 
penetrated  the  southern  end  of  the 
wood,  but  the  Oermans  were  ejected 
Immediately  with  heavy  losses.  Later 
in  the  Bight  a  fifth  desperate  attack 
was  made  to  drive  ua  from  our  posi- 
tions, but  this  also  waa  completely 
crushed  by  our  fire. 

"The  enemy's  casualties  in  these  five 
fruitless  attacks  were  severe. 

"At  other  places  on  the  battlefront 
progress  has  been  made.  Northwest 
of  Contalmalson  w«  captured  a  small 
copse  and  three  more  guns,  and  this 
morning  we  took  several  hundred  more 
priaoners. 

"On  the  Flandera  front  tha  enemy'a 
artillery  waa  active  and  heavily  bom- 
barded our  trenchea  near  Hooge  for 
three  houra.  In  the  neighborhood  we 
made  three  aucceasf ul  ■  raids  Into  the 
German  front  llnG." 

BilUUat  Treaoli  Aattaek 

PAKFH.  July  10.— In  a  brilliant  at- 
tack the  French  have  carried  Hill  07. 
a  height  which  domlnaten  the  Homme, 
■outheaat  of  Blachea,  according  to  the 
French  statement  issued  tonight.  The 
etatement  says: 

"North  of  the  Somme  the  day  paaaed 
quietly.  South  of  the  river  we  made 
aome  progress  in  th«  region  of  Biachea 
and  Barleux.  In  the  neighborhood  of 
Biaohes  we  captured  a  field  fort  where 
a  detachment  of  the  enemy  still  main- 
tained themselves.  We  captured  111 
prisoners.    Including    ten    officers. 

"Houtheast  of  Biaches  a  brilliant  at- 
tack enabled  us  to  capture  Hill  97,  a 
height  which  dominates  the  river  and 
had   been  strongly  held  by  the  enemy. 

"We  also  took  Ia  Maisonette  farm 
and  a  little  wood  to  the  north  of  La 
Ma^sonetta  Some  of  the  forts  still 
hold  out  in  a  redoubt  at  the  extremity 
of  this   wood. 

"On  the  front  north  of  Verdun  the 
enemy  artillery  violently  bombarded 
our  poaitlona  In  the  region  of  Frolde- 
terre,  Fleury  and  the  I>^mln  wood. 
Our  batteriea  replied  vigorously. 
There  waa  no  event  of  importance  on 
the  rest  of  thia  front. 

"Our  aviators  attacked  a  number  of 
Uerman  machines  yesterday  In  the  re- 
gion of  the  -Somme.  Pour  of  the  enemy 
machines  w<«re  deatroyrd.  and  went  down 
within  their  Unea  Laat  night  one  of 
our  air  squadrona  threw  a  number  of 
ahella  on  the  railroad  atatlon  at  Ham 
and   PolaltooourC" 

"The  Belgian  oommuaioatlon  •a>-8: 
"I'here  were  lively  artillery  aotiona  at 
airrerent  points  of  the  front,  partlcu- 
larljr  to  the  north  of  Dlamude."

The  following  official  atatement  wua 
isaued    last   night: 

"North  of  the  Somme  nothing  of  im- 
portance   occurred. 

"South  of  the  Somme  we  took  tne  of- 
fensive during  the  day  east  of  Flau- 
court  on  a  front  of  about  four  kilo- 
metres, from  the  river  to  tha  north  of 
Selloy.  On  the  whole  JIne  attacked  by 
pur  troops  we  carried  enemy  poaltinns 
to  a  depth  of  from  one  to  two  kilo- 
metrea.  We  carried  by  assault  the  vil- 
lage of  Biaches,  and  have  established 
our  poHltlon  on  a  line  from  this  vlllaga 
to  the  environments  of  Barleux.  In  the 
course  of  these  actions  we  took  6no 
prisoners. 

"On  both  banks  of  the  Mouse  there 
was  spirited  artillery  action,  notably  In 
the  aectors  of  Fleury  and  the  Fumln 
wood. 

"The  operations  on  the  Somme  front 
fiom  July  1  to  7  resulted  In  the  capture 
by  us  of  more  than  9,(00  priaonere. 
Among  the  Important  war  material  that 
we  took  we  have  rotittted  up  to  date  78 
cannon  and  several  hundred  machine 
guns."

Allies  Have  Advantage  In  Use

British  Forces  Move  Forward 
at  Two  Points  and  French 
Succeed  at  Biaches— Ger- 
mans Re-Enter  Trones  Wood. 

LONDON,  July  io._On  both  eastern 
and  western  fronts  heavy  fighting  con- 
tlnues.  This  I.  especially  the  case  on 
the  western  front,  where  the  struggle 
is  not  Without  fluctuations  of  fortune 
and  brings  to  mind  the  warnings  of  the 
correspondents  from  the  opening  of 
the  Somme  battle  that  steady,  method- 
ical  pressure,  rather  than  brilliant  ad- 
vances  must   be   expected. 

The  British  official  atatement  tonight 
says  the  Germans  have  re-entered  the 
Trones  wood,  and  records  further 
progress  east  of  OvlUers  and  La  Bois- 
Mlle,  In  addiUon  to  a  footing  secured 
by  the  Britlah  In  the  Mametz  wood 
where  previously  the  Germans  had  re-' 
slated  all  efforta 

The  German  official  communication 
admits  French  possession  of  Biaches 
only  a  short  distance  from  Peronne! 
which  town  la  thua  aerloualy  exposed 
and  threatened.  The  French  have  also 
occupied  the  summit  known  as  HiU  97 
which  commands  the  Somme  to  the 
southeast  of  Biaches.  and  have 
strengthened  their  positions  between 
Biaches  and  Barleux. 

German  war  correspondents  are  al- 
ready claiming  that  the  Allied  offensive 
has  been  brought  to  a  standstill.  They 
also  claim  that  It  haa  achieved  no  re- 
sults of  bractlcal  Importance  and  what 
gains  were  made  were  quite  out  of  pro- 
portion  to   the  losses  suffered. 

On  the  estem  front  the  Russians 
have  crossed  the  Stokhod  river  at  many 
pointa 

The  correspondent  of  the  Berlin 
TagebUtt  with  the  Austrian  army 
testifies  to  the  inexhaustible  supply  ©f 
Russian  troops,  the  great  efficiency  of 
the  Russian  artillery  and  cavalry  and 
the  endleaa  supply  of  munitions,  as  In 
great  contrast  to  the  condition  of  the 
Russian    forces    laat   year. 

The  Germans  are  continuing  their 
strong  attacks  along  the  Ruaetan  front 
but  the  view  la  held  in  London  that 
thia  la  only  with  the  object  of  gaining 
time  to  perfect  poeltlons  at  Kovel  and 
Vladlmlr-Volynakt.  and  to  remove  large 
•torea  of  military  material  from  these

inch  shell  waa  seen  to  tear  away  a  por- 
tion of  the  walla,  which  roae  in  a  cloud 
of  dust. 

For  a  given  area,  the  artillery  fire 
waa  the  heavle.1t  of  any  yet  seen  on  this 
front.  The  Germane  answered  the  Brit- 
lah shelling  with  an  immense  volume  of 
their  own  fire,  placing  a  curtain  In 
front  of  the  town,  which  at  times  waa 
hidden  from  the  Britlah  guns,  envelop- 
ing the  town  and  alno  scattering  shells 
near  the  front  line. 

At  4:40  o'clock  as  the  British  charged 
there  seemed  to  be  peace  In  Contalmal- 
aon,  surrounded  by  walls  of  shell  Are. 
Bombardmeat  Xxtraordinary 

The  amount  of  ammunition  the  Britlah 
are  continuing  to  expend  la  astounding, 
and  aa  a  spectacle  this  afternoon 
eclipaed  anything  the  Aasoclated  Press 
correspondent  has  seen  since  the  ofTen- 
slve  began.  From  one  point  he  was 
able  to  see  from  the  region  of  Albert'  to 
the  bend  in  the  Somme  in  front  of  i'e- 
ronne,  the  present  line  of  battle  mapped 
across  the  fields,  woods,  valleys  and 
hills  by  shell   bursts. 

Nineteen  great  British  and  French 
sauaage  ballons  were  visible.  The  ab- 
sence of  such  balloons  on  the  German 
side  was  the  result  of  their  destruction 
by*the  British  projectiles  and  aeroplanes. 
Artillery  observers  eonsider  this  a  big 
handicap  to  the  Germans. 

Over  the  French  lines  speedy  aero- 
planes were  dashing  past  the  balloons, 
going  at  the  rate  of  120  miles  an  hour 
and.  as  a  British  officer  said,  ''these  lit- 
tie  machines,  with  their  smart  build  and 
dashing  movement,  express  the  feelings 
of    the     French.       Passing     the     French 


lines,  the  correspondent  noted  that  the 
French  had  some  of  the  gaiety  associat- 
ed with  the  national  temperament  In- 
atead  of  the  grlmnesa  which  prcvloualy 
had  been  attributed  to  them  In  this  war.

Statement  That  Captain  of 
Submarine  Freighter  Plans 
to  Carry  Back  Cargo  of 
IVIetal  Arouses  Attention, 


OTTAWA.  July  10.— The  Canadian 
Government  is  considering  the  new 
situation  In  regard  to  nickel,  created 
by  the  arrival  of  the  German  submar- 
ine Deutschland  at  Baltimore.  Canada, 
which  largely  controla  the  nickel  pro- 
duction of  the  world,  has  allowed  the 
shipment  of  this  hietal  to  the  United 
States  on  condition  that  the  Interna- 
tional Nickel  Company  so  controlled 
distribution  ttiat  none  could  reach  the 
central    powers. 

Announcement  that  the  German  sub- 
marine proposes  to  take  back  a  cargo 
of  nickel  from  the  irnlted  States  has 
been  keard  with  some  concern  by  the 
Canadian  authorities,  and  attention  is 
being  given  the  problem  of  prevent- 
ing nickel  reaching  Germany  by  the 
submarine  route.  The  niibmarlne 
freighter's  arrival  has  revived  the  agi- 
tation for  an  embargo  against  the  ex- 
portatlon  of  any  Canadian  nickel  mate 
to  the  United  States  for  refinement

TORONTO,  July  10.— In  an  interview 
here  today  Hon.  Howard  Ferguson. 
Minlstar  of  Lands,  Koreets  end  Mines.

Into  the  hold  of  the  submsrlne  Deutsch- 
land for  transshipment  to  Oermany.

PKTKiH'.HAD,  July  10.— The  Russian 
forces  advancing  in  Volhynia  towards 
Kovel  are  crossing  the  river  Stokhod 
at  vai'loua  points,  closely  preaaing  the 
Teutonic  forces  opposing  them,  aaya 
the  Russian  War  Office  atatemei)t  to- 
day. The  paaaage  of  the  river  '  haa 
been  accomplished  under  great  difficul- 
ties. The  communication  says  that  the 
crossinga  of  the  river  have,  in  moat 
caaea  been  deatroyed  by  the  enemy.

ON  m  Bill 


Measure  to  Remain  in  Force 
for  Twelve  Months  After 
Close  of  War — May  Not 
Become  Law  Tills  Year. 


LONDON.  July  10.— Premier  Asquitli, 
In  explaining  the  Irioh  agreement  in  the 
llouue  of  Commons  this  afternoon.  »uid 
It  wa.>»  proposed  that  the  bill  slioul<l  re- 
main In  force  during  the  war  and  twelve 
months  thereafter,  and  If  Parliament  Imd 
not  made  further  provision  by  that  time 
for  a  government  for  Ireland,  the  period 
could   be  extended. 

Kepresentatlves  of  the  Imperial  Gov- 
ernment, the  Prime  Minister  said,  would 
have  control  of  the  Defence  of  the  Realm 
Act. 

Mr.  Asquith  sa4d  tlie  new  bill  would 
contain  general  provisions  reserving  for 
the  executive  authority  of  the  Imperial 
Parliament  and  Government  nQt  only 
tlie  navy  and  army,  but  all  matters 
arising  out  of  tlie  wtir.  He  emphasized 
thai  there  wa.<t  no  inlfntion  on  the  part 
of  thone  who  might  he  associated  with 
the  government  of  Ireland  to  encroach 
in  any  way  In  regard  to  a  successful 
prosecution  of  tlie  war. 

Cabinet  Agreement 

"We  have  here,"  the  Premier  Naid,  "an 
arrangement  such  as  never  was  poenlble 
before,"  and  he  appealed  to  the  House  to 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunity,  which 
might  never  recur. 

There  were  features  In  tlie  settlement, 
Premier  Asqulth  said,  which  one  would 
not  have  chosen  voluntarily,  and  as  a  re- 
sult there  had  been  some  misunderstand- 
ing In  the  cabinet.  In  view,  however,  of 
the  agreement  reached  In  Ireland,  and 
the  Importance  of  unity,  the  miniatera 
were  willing  to  share  the  responsibility 
of  submitting  the  proposals  to  Parlia- 
ment and  recommending  their  accep- 
tance. "The  dominating  factor,"  Mr. 
Asquith  said,  "wlilcli  made  us  all  will- 
ing to  become  parties  or  sponsors  ♦■  this 
measure  Is  the  war." 

While  not  going  into  detaila,  the  Pre- 
mier Intimated  the  main  lines  of  the 
agreement.  Including  the  exclusion  of 
six  Ulster  counties.  lie  said  tlie  IriMh 
Parliament  would  be  composed  of  the 
members  at  present  returned  to  the  Im- 
perial Parltament,  while  the  appeal 
court  In  Iniblln  would  i>e  appointed  by 
the  Imperial  executive. 

Mr.  Uoyd  •eorre's  Work 

Mr.  Asquith  recalled  hia  visit  to  Ire- 
land, which  he  said  was  made  to  ascer- 
tain whether  the  Irish  parties  might  not 
l>e  disposed  to  come  to  an  agreement. 
As  a  result  of  what  he  learned,  Mr. 
l>avld  Liloyd  George  was  deputed  to  open 
negotiations. 

Mr.  L.loyd  George  quickly  dlscovere<l 
that  an  agreement  was  possible  on  the 
.l>asls  of  the  Immediate  enactment  of  a 
Home  Rule  measure  with  the  exclusion 
of  six  Ulster  counties  snd  the  Imroughs 
of  Belfast.  Newry  and  Londonderry. 

There  was  no  section  representative  of 
any  substantial  body  of  opinion.  Mr.  .Vs- 
quith  said,  whose  views  were  not  Invited 
by  Mr.  LJoyd  George.  All  parties  con- 
cerned took  the  responsibility  of  sub- 
mitting their  agreed  rccomniendationa  to 
Parliament. 

As  soon  mn  ths  Premier  concluded  his 
statement  he  was  plied  with  queattons. 
toot  be  referred  all  inquirers  to  the  bill, 
which  will  be  Introduced  next  week.

BALKAN  FRONT 


PAUIS.  July  10.— Artillery  ac- 
tivity along  the  Macedonian  front 
is  reported  In  a  Havas  dispatch 
today  from  saionica.

The  coroner  expressed  the  opinion 
that,  In  future,  the  authorities  should 
have  a  distinctive  mark  on  the  two 
sorts  of  cartridges.

Brilliant  Work  of  French  Troops 
Results  in  tfie  Capture  of 
Biaches — All  Defenders  Are 
Prisoners  or  Killed. 


PARIS,  July  10— The  taking  by  the 
French  of  Biaches  viltage,  on  the  bank 
of  the  Homme  opposite  8ta  Radegonde, 
the  principal  suburb  of  Peronne,  was  ac- 
complished In  about  an  hour  and  a  half. 
A  French  lieutenant  who  took  part  in 
the  assault  described  the  action  as  fol- 
lows: 

"About  noon  word  came  for  the  divi- 
sion to  'keep  ready.'  and  at  one  o'clock 
our  soldiers  advanced  to  thi  attack  all 
along  the  front  from  Sormont  farm  to 
Belloy-en-Santerre. 

"The  first  German  line  was  passed 
almost  without  flghtlng.  mo  effective  had 
been  the  preparatory  bomttardment.  but 
when  we  entered  Biaches  at  ten  minntes 
after  two,  we  found  every  house  organ- 
ised aa  a  fort  and  supplied  with  a  num- 
ber of  machine  guns.  Our  srtlllery. 
however,  by  Its  accuracy  and  power  de- 
stroyed these  defences,  though  It  still 
left  cellsrs  snd  caves  full  of  enemlea. 
AU  Oaytaved  or  XtUaA 

"As  we  entered  the  vllla«e,  the  com* 
mandant.  who  was  at  the  head  of  a  bat- 
talion with  a  rifle  in  his  hands,  ordered 
the  trumpeters  to  sound  the  charge.  All 
the  Oermans  In  ths  villsce  were  «ap> 
turcd  or  killed.  The  commaadaat  waa 
wounded  by  a  shot  from  a  lleutenant'a 
revolver,  but  he  knocked  down  the  lieu- 
teatnt  with  a  Mow  from  tola  rifle.

"On  the  whole  line  on  the  south  side 
qf  the  front  aviators  made  numerous 
flights.

He  also  captured  10  pieces  of 
artillery,  41  machine  guns,  16  bomb 
throwers,  7,980  rifles,  (2  lighters  and 
depots  of  engineering  materials.

"After  we  had  successfully  crossed 
the  Stokhod,  the  enemy  rallied  and  made 
desperate  efforts  to  maintain  his  posi- 
tions on  the  left  bank  of  the  river.  The 
righting  Is  continuing. 

"In  the  region  of  the  village  of  Ivan- 
ovka.  In  the  Dvlnsk  region,  enemy  air 
squadrons  dropped  bombs  on  our  hos- 
pital convoys.  Two  Sisters  of  Charity 
and  one  Red  Cross  delegate  were 
wounded. 

"'ihere  were  arUIIery  duels  on  the 
Volhynia  and  Gallclan  fronts.  The 
enemy  bombiirded  violently  our  positions 
St   Glladkl   and    Tzebrova." 

"In  the  Baltic  one  of  our  submarines 
■ank  a  large  German  stesmer  loaded 
with  ore  In  the  Gulf  of  Bothnia 

"Caucasus  front— We  are  continuing 
progress  west  of  Platana.  In  the  direc- 
tion of  Gumeshan  our  troops  bayoneted  ' 
a  large  number  of  Turks.  South  of  the 
Taurus  we  successfully  advanced  and 
captured  an  important  mountain  peak 
and  an  entire  line  of  heights,  which  the 
enemy  had  spent  months  of  time  In 
fortifying.  At  vsrious  points  we  forced 
the  Turks  to  flee  from  their  poaitlona" 
Oaptare  of  SoUtra 
The  following  official  statement  waa 
issued  yesterday:

Machine  Gun  Fire  and  Double 
Barrage  by  Artillery  Are 
Deadly  to  Assailants—Freely 
Used  by  Enemy.  : 


London,  July  lo.— The  correspond- 
ent  of  Tlie  London  Times  at  the  press 
camp.  British  army  in  France,  sends 
the  following  review  of  the  week's  bat- 
tle on  the  Somme  front: 

'The  chief  lessons  of  the  week's 
battle  are: 

"First,  the  Immense  value  for  the 
defence  of  machine  guns.  Second,  the 
pre-eminent  Importance  In  attack  of 
unlimited  artillery  of  the  heaviest 
possible  calibre,  is.  of  course,  cqualUa 
in  importance  to  the  defence. 

"At  some  points  'on  the  northern 
front,  where  the  enemy  had  massed  an 
enormous  weight  of  guns,  he  was  able 
to  conduct  a  double  barrage  Are,  one 
aimed  at  our  front  line  trenches  and 
the  other  falling  some  distance  behind. 
This  latter  opened  at  the  moment  of 
our  advance,  and  was  perhaps  as  for- 
midable even  as  the  machine  gun  and 
rifle  flre,  through  which  our  men  ha4 
to  go. 

"In  the  double  barrage,  which  waa 
the  enemy's  favorlts  device,  he  used 
both  high  explosives  and  shrspnel.  The 
shrapnel  was  of  Urge  calibre,  beln« 
mostly  6.»  Inch,  and  was  not  of  the 
familiar  white  smoke  kind,  but  gave  n 
black  smoke  on  explosion.  The  detons- 
tlon  wai  much  sharper  than  that  of 
the  oldur  type,  and  presumsbly  Its 
velocity  and  penetrating  power  were 
also  greater.  As  for  machine  guns,  one 
Is  tempted  to  wonder  whether  the  era 
Is  not  coming  In  warfare  in  which  tha 
rifle  will  become  subordinate,  and  the 
line  of  evolution  will  be  like  the  naval 
contest  between  projectiles  and  arma- 
ment, a  constant  struggle  to  produce, 
on  the  one  side,  a  more  Impregnable 
machine  and  on  the  other  bigger  end 
ItiKger  guns  to  destroy  it. 

"In  places  the  enemy  made  most 
cunning  mschlne  gun  shelters.  Out  of 
half  a  dosen  machine  guns  hidden  en 
the  face  of  the  slope,  if  two  or  three 
survive  bombardment,  any  Infantry  at- 
tack across  the  open  ground  in  front  le 
hopeless,  at  least  In  daylight.  Tha 
proportion  of  our  losses  due  to  rifle 
flre  will  be  found  very  small.  The 
greatest  factor  has  been  mschlne  guns, 
and  next  to  thst  hesvy  artillery.  It 
was  the  massing  of  artillery  and  hid- 
den machine  guns  which  prevented  ua 
msking  more  progress."

Tbla  accounted  for  the  belief  In '  the 
United  States  that  the  vaaael  waa  a 
week  overdue,  a  mlsapprahenaion  that 
caused  Oerman  embassy  officials  to  fear 
that  aha  had  run  into  Allied  warships  or 
fallen  victim  to  an  Atlantic  atorm. 

Once  outalde  the  blockading  llnea  and 
into  the  Atlantic,  according  to  the  cap- 
taln'a  atory,  he  headed  atralght  across 
and  deviated  from  his  course  only  once 
whan  he  saw  what  ha  took  ta  be  enemy 
craft.

He  laughed  at  storlea  of  his  t>eing 
chksed  far  off  his  course  by  enemy  ves- 
sels and  declared  that  during  the  en- 
tire trip  the  vessel  traveled  aubmarged 
only  about  90  miles. 

"I  have  seen,"  continued  the  captain, 
"statements  that  we  were  forced  to  go 
hundreds  of  miles  out  of  our  course  in 
the  Atlantic  becauae  of  British  warships. 
This  is  not  so.  Why  should  we  go  out 
of  our  course  when  we  could  submerge? 
That  is  the  aimplest  and  most  effective 
way  to  get  out  of  the  way.  Besides,  it 
Is  much  easier  to  submerge. 

"We  came  to  Hampton  Hoada  by  the 
straight  course  from  the  English  Chan- 
nel. We  did  not  come  by  way  of  the 
Aeores.  Altogether  from  Heligoland  to 
Baltimore  we  covered  8,800  milea.  Of 
that  distance  90  mllea  were  driven  under 
the  surface  of  the  water. 

"Throughout  the  entire  trip  the  of- 
ficers and  crew  were  In  excellent  health 
and  spirits.  Of  course,  when  we  were 
under  water  for  long  spells  tha  air  got 
very  stuffy  sometimes  and  there  waa 
some  Inconvenience,  but  ^it  was  never 
serious.  The  Deutschland  Is  built  to 
stay  under  water  for  four  consecutive 
days,  80  you  jMe  we  never  reached  any- 
where near  our  maximum  submersion 
on  this  voyage. 

"The  ship  is  much  easier  to  ride  in 
than  a  torpedo  beat  destroyer;  much 
steadier.  Nothing  can  happen  to  her. 
ahe  is  so  perfectly  built.  Of  course  she 
rolls  a  little  at  times,  but  that  la  no 
hardship. 

"Any  nation  that  can  build  a  ship 
like  the  Deutschland  can  do  what  we 
did."

AMSTERDAM,  July  10.— The  potato 
harvest  tn  Germany  will  be  delayed  a 
fortnight,  according  to  Berlin  news- 
papers. . 

As  an  evidence  of  the  growing  seri- 
ousness of  the  potato  shortage,  the  Ber- 
lin municipal  authorities  in  co-operation 
with  the  authorities  of  t^e  suburbs, 
have  decided  that  for  tha  present  hold- 
era  of  potato  tickets  will  receive  only 
two  pounds  ^f  potatoes  a  week.  As  a 
compensation  they  will  get  an  extra' 
400   grammes  of  flour. 

Holdera  of  meat  cards  must  also  face 
a  decrease  in  their  allowance.  The 
quantity  is  fixed  at  >26  grammea  for 
the  ensuing  week,  as  opposed  to  the 
former  allowanee  of  3B0  grammes 
(about  S  8-4  ounces).  This  reduction  la 
ordered  on  aocount  of  the  lessening 
numbers  of  cattle  on   tha   market.

PARIS.  July  10.— The  recent  fighting 
on  tha  French  front  in  the  Somme  sec- 
tor Is  only  the  opening  phase  of  »  pl«n 
elaborated  by  General  Joffre,  according 
to  a  review  of  the  military  eltuation 
published  in   today's  Temps. 

The  paper  says  that  all  the  results 
expected  have  been  accomplished,  and 
that  further  galna  are  asaured. 

"Bverybody  will  reallae."  aaya  The 
Temps,  "tha  danger  of  making  known  in 
a  newspaper  the  plan  which  la  being 
executed  by  General  Joffre.  It  muat  be 
understood  that  tha  operations  cannot 
be  carried  out  In  a  rigid  and  Invariable 
form.  Napoleon  hlmaelf  never  enter- 
tained such  Ideas.  His  plans  ware  dom- 
inated by  one  chief  purpose,  and  were  in 
a  Btate  of  contlnuoua  evolution.  He 
modified  theaa  after  oboervlng  the  move- 
menta  of  tha  enemy. 

"Our  operationa  have  begun,  and  be- 
gun well,  and  it  is  folly  to  seek  to  fore- 
tell what  will  foUoag  On  the  immenaa 
front  where  the  French  are  In  contact 
with  the  enemy  th4  developments  will 
-he  revolutionary.  Without  putting  aside 
hla  main  purposk,  the  French  com- 
mander may  modify  hla  flrat  intentlona."

— Ifbe  two  armies  en  Sat- 
urday co-operated  In  striking  out  at  their 
point  of  juBCtlen,  half  way  between  the 
north  bank  ot  the  Semme,  near  Marlcourt, 
and  the  town  ot  Comblea.  The  Junction  ot 
the  two  armies,  aa  the  Oermans  have 
ahown  they  well  know,  la  necaaaarilT'  a  deli- 
cate point,  and  thla  makea  the  complete 
co-ordlnatlen  of  yeaterday's  succeaaful 
operationa  ell  the  mora  pralaeworthy.  Tha 
aetture  of  tha  opportunity  te  atrike  oat 
here  while  the  Qermana  were  pre-occopled 
te  the  nertkwaat  alao  showa  that  the  gen- 
eral direction  of  the  olCantIvs  la  very  much 
awake. 

The  altuation  of  tha  Alllea  en  the  nar- 
row atrip  alens  tha  left  bank  ot  tha  gemma 
was  by  no  meana  aatisfaetory,  and  it  waa 
to  maintain  this  advantaae  aad  save  them- 
selves from  danaereus  flank  attacks  that 
the  Germans  had  atronathened  tha  defences 
of  HardecOurt.  NeTartheleas,  such  was  the 
weight  ef  the  preparatory  cannonade  that 
the  rronoh  infantry,  emerging  from  the 
trenches  In  Favieres  wood,  northeast  ef 
Maricourt,  had  got  peeeeoalen  ot  Harde- 
court  and  Hill  Itf,  immadlatoly  te  the 
north  of  the  hamlet,,  within  tl  mlnUcs, 

Meanwhile,  the  British  were  advancing 
eastward  from  Montauban  along  the  Com- 
bias  read  and  the  narrow  gauge  railwa]^ 
which  runs  from  Mentaifban  to  the  Tillage 
ef  Oulllemont,  past  the  south  side  of  the 
two  weeds,  divided  by  Hill  Ne.  110,  whieh 
ia  one  of  the  most  elevated  points  of  the 
region.  Both  wooda  called  Bemafay  and 
Treaea,  were  strongly  hold,  hut  In  both 
the  British  soon  affected  a  lodgment,  seis- 
ing also  the  farm  to  the  southeast  of  the 
latter. 

Thus  by  noon  the  Allied  frent,  by  a  rec- 
taagciar  movement,  had  been  pushed  for- 
wsrd  at  a  bound  threequsrters  of  a  mile 
eaatward  from  the  former  British  position, 
and  much  northward  from  the  previous 
French  positions.        « 

In  the  afternoon  the  Oermans  counter. 
attacked  aucceiMlvely  from  Oulllf^mont  on 
the  north  and  from  between  Cemfclea  and 
Maurepaa  on  the  eaat,  but  without  any 
success. 

The  French  captured  in  the  day  tea  eltt- 
cers  and  CO  men,  while  the  British  pri- 
soners BL-mbered  iio.  The  local  victory 
had  a  double  importance.  On  the  one  hand 
it  gave  the  Alllea  more  elbow  ream,  with 
aeveral  strongholds  te  the  north  of  the 
Somme  en  the  Albert-Perenne  highway.  On 
tha  other  hand.  It  prolongs  the  dangerous 
flank  ot  the  Oerman  salient  eztendtag  te 
Contalmalson,  while  eastward  It  prcaeata  a 
threatcalng  hand  toward  Cerobiees  and 
Peronne.

RUSSIANS  JOIN  FRENCH 

Troops    Boomitly    Xi»nd«d  at  MaravlUra 

After  Itong  Journey  Xow  Bald 

to  Bo  la  Troncboa 

PARIS.  July  10— The  Kxce'islor  says 
the  Russian  contingents  which  arrived 
in  France  recently  and  have  been  quar- 
tered at  Camp  de  Mailly,  near  Troyes, 
hnro  been  sent  to  Join  the  French  forces 
at  the  front. 

Five  contingents  of  Hussian  troop.s 
landed  nt '•Marseilles  between  .\prll  20 
and  .May  T>,  after  a  land  and  sea  journey 
of  about  17,500  miles  from  Moscow, 
Where  they  were  assembled,  to  Port 
Dalny,  Manchuria,  and  thence  by  water 
via  the  Suez  Canal.  The  sending  of  the 
Russian  troops  was  largely  in  the  nature 
of  an  experiment.  It  was  snid  In  Paris 
several  weeks  ago  that  the  first  Russian 
contingents,  numbering  probnbly  about 
25,000  men.  might  be  folluwe'l  by  more 
substantial  numbers,  but  no  word  has 
been   received  of  further  arrivals.

The  Premier,  Mr  W.  J.  Bowser,  waa 
yesterday  In  receipt  of  a  cable  an- 
nounclnx  that  the  War  Ofllie  has  con- 
eentcd  that  troops  from  British  Colum- 
bia, now  In  Bngland,  shall  be  permitted 
to  vote  at  the  forthcoming  election. 

While  provision  was  made  last  ses- 
sion for  taking  the  vote  of  all  soldiers 
on  service.  It  was  felt  by  most  people 
that  It  would  be  found  Impracticable  to 
extend  tWa  privilege  to  men  In  France 
or  elsewhere  In  Europe,  but  aa  It  was 
Impossible  to  foresee  what  mlirht  be 
the  conditions  existing  when  the  elec- 
tion was  brought  on.  the  statut?  was 
so  framed  as  to  make  It  applicable 
wherever  It  could  be  carried  out.  We 
do  not  think  t'hete  will  be  any  adverse 
crltlclam  of  the  decision  of  the  War 
Office.

It  will  b*  an  unfortunate 
through  the  Indlncretlon  of  aome  of  Us 
advocates  the  qdl^tlon  of  woman  suf- 
frage becomes  Identlfled  with  the  for- 
tunes of  any  political  party.  The  at- 
titude of  all  political  parties  towards 
this  question  Is  the  same.  Some  of 
•the  members  In  all  parties  favor  it: 
some  are  opposed  to  It;  a  good  many 
are  Indifferent.  As  the  Issue  la  to  be 
put  before  the  electorate  In  a  strictly 
non-partisan  way,  it  would  certainly  be 
a  serlouii  error  for  the  advocates  of 
the  change  to  endeavor  to  make  a 
party   question   out  of  it. 

Some  of  the  more  ardent  auffraglats 
find  great  fault  with  Mr\  Bowser  be- 
cause he  did  not  ask  the  House  to  ex- 
tend the  franchise  to  women  without 
flrst  ascertaining  the  attitude,  of  theT 
people  whom  the  late  House  represent- 
ed; Silt  we  think  the  complaint  is  with- 
out foundation.  If  he  had  done  so,  his 
course  would  have  been  open  to  the 
criticism  that  he  sought  to  create  a 
new  electorate  so  as  to  escape  a  ver- 
dict from  that  already  existing  upon 
his  policies  and  political  record.  There 
never  has  b$en  an  expression  of  opin- 
ion by  the  electorate  of  British  Colum- 
bia on  woman  auffrage;  no  election, 
either  general  or  by,  has  turned  upon 
It  In  the  slightest  degree.  ,^We  do  not 
know  that  we  are  particularly  favor- 
able to  the  expression  "mandate  of 
the  people,"  but  It  Is  very  certain  that 
the  Legtslatulknever  had  any  on  this 
matter.  Hav^p^^een  convinced  V.^xt 
there  Is  a  wide  demand  for  the  exten- 
sion of  the  franchise  to  women,  three 
courses  lay  open  to  the  Premier.  One 
was  to  ask  the  House  to  confer  the 
franchise,  and  this  for  the  reason  given 
above  he  would  not  have  been  Justified 
In  doing,  the  second  waa  to  appeal  to 
the  people  with  woman  suftrage  as  th« 
issue,  which  might  perhaps  have  been 
the  most  astute  politics;  the  third  was 
to  pass  an  act  through  the  House  and 
permit  the  electorate  to  aay  If  they 
wlahed  it  to  come  In  force.  He  chose 
the  laat  mentioned  courae,  thereby 
taking  the  Issue  wholly, out  of  party 
politics.  For  advoeatea  of  the  cxten- 
aton  of  the  franchise  to  seek  tu  make 
a  party  laaue  of  It  la  a  pretty  poor 
piece  of   buslneea.

It 
went  into  ^e  light  J.SOO  strong  and 
came  out  with  »52.  Sgt  Edward  Morlae. 
a  Legionnaire,  haa  printed  a  book  about 
his  experiences  In  tha  Legion.  Morlae 
waa  born  In  California,  but  hla  father 
was'a  French  aoldler.  He  had  an  ad- 
venturous career  In  Mexico  and  the 
Phlllpplnea  before  Joining  the  Legion, 
which  he  did  out  of  a  spirit  of  adven- 
ture. He  aaya  that  In  his  section  there 
were  "Frenchmen  from  God  knows 
where,"  Russians  an.l  Turks,  an  An- 
nanlte,  a  Hindu  and  a  German.  There 
were 'Bulgars,  Serbs.  Greeks,  Negroes, 
an  lUllan  and  a  FIJI  Islander,  the  latter 
fresh  from  Oxford.  There  were  three 
Arabs,  ona  or  two  Americans,  and  "a 
silent  man  of  whom  It  was  whispered 
that  he  had  once  been  an  archbishop." 
What  waa  true  of  this  section  was 
probably  true,  with  variations,  of  the 
whole  corps,  of  which  It  Is  said  that  no 
men  In  all  the  world  Ignore  death  as  ab- 
aci utely  aa  they  do. 

Kverybbdy  now  admits  the  solidarity 
of  the  British  Empire.  There  were  some 
of   us   who   used    to   insist   upon   Us   ex-

Major  Moraht,  the  chief  German  war 
critic,  aaya  that  Britain  bar"  gone  into 
the  war  determined  to  see  It  through  at 
all  costs.  It  baa  taken  him  a  long  time 
to  find  this  out.  Mr.  Asqulth  and  Lord 
Kltchaner  told  the  world  this  before 
tha  war  waa  many  daya  old. 

A  British  Columbia  Soclalfst  paper 
complains  tliat  the  working  men  are 
too  atupld  to  see  their  duty  on  election 
day.  Tha  working  men  are  no  more 
atupld  than  other  people,  and  not  half 
as  stupid  as  their  would-be  leaders.

WORK  ON  TELESCOPE 

HAS  BEEN  mm 

Dr.  Plaskett,  Dominion  Astron- 
omer, Arrives  to  Supervise 
Installation  of  Parts,  Which 
Are  Expected  Soon, 


Owlnj  to  unforeseen  delays  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work  on  tne  Saanlcn  ob- 
servatory and  the  mounting  of  the  huge 
taleaoope,  the  largest  In  the  world,  will 
be  delayed  longer  than  at  first  contem- 
plated,  and  It  will  be  well  on  In  the  Fall 
before  the  observatory  will  be  ready  for 
full  operation.  This  waa  Intimated  by 
Dr.  J.  8.  Plaskett,  Dominion  astronomer, 
who  arrivM  in  the  city  yesterday  morn- 
ing and  will  remain  on  Vancouver  Isl- 
land  until  the  various  m^hanical  parts, 
now  en  rout,  from  the  factory  of  the 
Arm  of  Measrs.  Warner  A  Swasey,  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  arrive  here  and  are  In- 
stalled. 

Dr.  Plaskett  yesterday  afternoon  pal<r 
a  visit  to  the  site  of  the  observatory  at 
Iitttle  Saanlch  Mountain  and  Inspected 
the  work  done  there.  He  expressed  bis 
aatisfactlon  with  the  progress  made. 
Th.  observatory  structure  Is  well  along, 
but  the  dome  Is  not  yet  In  place.  Mucli 
of  the  mechanism  Is  now  Installed  and 
th.  balance  will  be  put  In  place  aa  soon 
as  It  arrives.  The  mountings  for  the 
telescope  are  expMsted  here  by  August 
1.  It  will  take  probably  two  months  to 
tract  the  telescope. 

The  chief  delay  has  been  occasioned 
by  reason  of  th.  neoeHslty  of  manufac- 
turing on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  the 
plain  mirror  to  be  used  In  testing  the 
great  concave  mirror.  This  plain  mlrrof 
is  flfty-flve  inches  In  diameter.  One 
was  ordered  from  the  same  concern  In 
Antwerp  from  which  the  72-inch  con- 
rave  mirror  was  secured.  The  latter 
waa  shipped  three  or  four  days  before 
the  outbreak  of  war  and  arrived  on  this 
Sid.  safely,  but  the  other  was  never  re- 
ceived. In  consequence  the  Pittsburg 
tlrm  of  Braahear  A  Company  had  to 
make  the  plain  mirror,  a  work  the  mag- 
nitude of  which  that  Arm  had  never  be- 
fore attempted.  When  Dr.  Plaskett  w»s 
in  Pittsburg  recently  he  saw  the  great 
glass  dlac  cast  and  the  operation  was  a 
■uooesa.  But  the  aubaequent  work  of 
•nneaUiig  \X.  would  require  great  oar. 
pxA  would  prove  a  diffloult  operation, 
though,  he  believed,  would  prove  eml- 
pMitly'aueoessful.  This  work  Is  In  th. 
car.  of  Mr.  James  B.  McDowell,  a  son- 
in-law  of  Dr  Brashear,  one  of  the  most 
competent  opticians  on'  the^lorth  Amer- 
ican continent.  The  wosK  on  the  mir- 
rors wllV  probably  be  completed  In  about 
three  montha'  tlme,'Vr.  yPlask.tt  stated. 
.I'ha  mounting  of  theNwlescope  can  be 
proceeded  with  in  the  meantime  as  the 
^arta  arrive  and  the  neoesaarjr  adjust- 
xnenla'  mad.,  so  that  when  the  mlrrora 
arrive  they  can  be  quickly  Installed.

Capt.  J.  A,  Sinton,  of  Indian 
Medical  Service,  Received 
Victoria  Cross  for  Bravery 
and  Devotion, 


According  to  word  which  reached  Vic- 
toria recently,  Capt.  J.  A.  Sinton,  M.B., 
of  the  Indian  Medical  Service,  who  is  a 
native  of  this  city,  htM  been  awarded 
for  gallantry  the  most  coveted  of  all 
military  honors— the  Victoria  Cross. 
Although  Capt.  Sinton's  mother  la  now 
living  at  Ulster  Villa,  Llsburn  Itoad, 
Belfast,  his  family  formerly  lived  In 
thia  city,  his  father  being  for  some 
years  employed  by  the  Ksqulmalt  &  .Na- 
nalmo  Railway. 

The  ofdclal  announcement  of  the 
award  made  In  a  War  Office  Htatement, 
states  that  It  was  for  "most  conspicu- 
ous bravery  and  devotion  to  duty.  Al- 
though shot  through  both  arms  and 
through  the  side  he  refused  to  ko  to 
hospital  and  remained  as  long  as  day- 
light lasted  attending  to  hln  duties  un- 
der heavy  fire.  In  three  previous  ac- 
tions Capt.  Sinton  dl.splayed  the  utmost 
bravery." 

Capt.  Sinton  was  horn  In  Victoria  .11 
years  ago,  and  left  the  city  as  a  boy.  He 
attended  the  Memorial  School  at  L,is- 
burn  and  Inter  took  a  course  at  the  Roy- 
al Academical  Iiistlttillon,  Belfast.  At 
Queen's  he  made  brilliant  proKress  ns  a 
medical  student.  He  was  a  scholar  In 
three  of  his  undergraduate  years  and 
graduated  M.M.,  B.Ch.  and  B.A.O.,  with 
llrst  class  honors  In  1908.  He  was 
awarded  the  diploma  of  public  health 
with  a  prl7.e  of  l.iO  two  years  later,  and 
later  became  Riddel  demonstrator  of 
bacteriology.  For  a  short  time  he  act- 
ed as  house  surgeon  at  the  Royal  Vic- 
toria   Hospital. 

The  Indian  Medical  Service  h;td  a 
special  aiipeal  to  him  and  in  ordfr  to 
study  for  that  work  he  entered  the  Tro- 
pical Medicine  School  at  Liverpool, 
where  he  took  first  place  In  hln  examin- 
ations.

Representatives  of  tbe  Victoria  and 
Island,  Development  Association  and  the 
Board  of  Trade  met  th»  Minister  ot 
M*nea  yeaUrday  to  diacuaa  the  epeolng 
of  the  Ladysmlth  smelter  and  the  Iron 
and  steel  Industry  of  Vancouver  laland. 
After  hearing  statements  made,  Hon. 
L«me  Roes  eaid  that  he  had  given  the 
matter  conalderabie  attention  and  he 
hoped  for  resulu  l>efore  long.  He  said 
he  had  opened  negotlattona  which  be 
trusted  wowM  be  aucceaaful,  both  In  re- 
gard to  the  Iron  and  ateel  Industry  and 
the  ameltcr.  His  endeavor  1*  regard  to 
the  smelter  would  be  more  to  keep  it 
running  permanently  than  to  provide  for 
a  temporary  opening.  An  Investigation 
is  being  made  of  the  ore  resources  of 
the  Province  In  the  hope.ot  having  re- 
liable Information  on  which  to  work. 
The  InvMtigatlon  Includes  the  Iron  re- 
sources and  the  utility  of  coal  for  cok- 
ing. He  hoped  to  have  hla  plans  com- 
plete in  two  months  or  so.  He  was  im- 
pressed with  the  imporUnce  of  the  mat- 
ter. 

The  deputation  was  introduced  by 
Alderman  Porter,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  reference  was  made  by  Com- 
missioner Cuthbert  of  the  Victoria  and 
Island  Development  Association  to  the 
necessity  of  getting  the  smelter  open. 
Ho  has  been  getting  In  touch  with  most 
of  the  email  mine  owners  with  a  view 
to  discovering  what  supply  of  ore  could 
1)0  depended  upon.  It  Is  necessary,  In 
hli»  opinion,  to  get  a  smelter  for  those 
who  at  present  could  not  get  their  ore 
treated  outside  the  Province  because  of 
the  large  business  being  done  by  the 
foreign  plants.  He  said  there  was  now 
8,100  tons  of  ore  available  monthly,  and 
ih's  did  not  represent  half  the  amc^unt 
that  could   be  obtained. 

William  Blakemore  presented  docu- 
mentary evidence  on  the  resources  of 
Iron  and  coal  for  coking.  He  said  the 
material  was  to  he  secured  and  action 
bringing  into  existence  Industries  would 
be  necessary  to  provide  manufactures  at 
^?incli — retanrea^ffotdterr  cotttd  be  em- 
ployed. Jt  would  relfeve  a  serious  situ- 
ation In  the  latter  Instance.  Mr.  A.  C. 
Klumerfelt  supported  the  previous 
speakers  and  regarded  the  subject  as 
one  of  the  greatest  Importance  to  the 
welfare  of   British  Columbia.

Deported  from  the  United  States 
after  aerving  a  fifteen  months'  Jail 
Sentence  for  forgery  committed  in  Cali- 
fornia, George  Hannay,  former  Pro- 
vincial police  constable  at  Naimlmo, 
who  levanted  from  that  city  after  mis- 
appropriating Government  funds,  is 
now  being  held  there  and  will  coinu  up 
for  his  preliminary  hearing  tomorrow. 
6nly  one  charge  has,  an  yet,  been  laid 
agalns^  him.  that  of  embezsling  |100, 
but  it  is  certain  that  other  charges 
will   be  laid. 

Hannay,  who  had  lived  all  his  life 
at  Nanalmo  and  was  widely  and  favor- 
ably known  In  the  city  and  district, 
was  for  years  a  member  of  the  Pro- 
vincial police  force  and  right-hand  man 
for  Chief  Constable  Stephenson  In 
charge  of  that  district.  During  the 
coal  strlge  four  years  ago  his  enerny 
had  much  to  do  with  the  successful 
handling  of  a  difficult  situation.  Some- 
time after  the  strike  he  disappeared, 
deserting  his  wife  and  family.  With 
him  went  a  young  girl,  member  of  a 
Nanalmo  family.  For  aorae  months  hla 
whereabouts  were  sought  by  the  Pro- 
vincial department.  It  <icveloped  sub- 
sequently that  Hannay  went  to  South- 
ern California  and  there  he  committed 
forgery  for  which  offence  he  was  con- 
victed and  sentenced  to  fifteen  months 
in  Jail.  On  the  completion  of  his  term 
he  waa  deported  by  the  United  States 
authorities.  On  arriving  back  in  this 
Provinca  he  was  apprehended  by  wait- 
ing Provincial  police  ofllcers  and  he  is 
now  behind  the  bars  at  Nanalmo,  his 
howe   town,  awaiting   trial.

British  Columbiana  with  the  colors  in 
i'>ngland  will  be  enabled  to  vote  at  the 
iqrthcoinlng  Provincial  elections.  Yes- 
terday morning,  Premier  Bowser  was 
in  receipt  of  advices  from  Hon.  Ueorge 
U>.  Foster,  acting;  High  Commissioner 
for  Canada,  at  London,  and  also  from 
Sir  Richard  McBrlde,  Agent-General  for 
the  Province,  to  the  effect  that  the  men 
from  British  Columbia,  stationed  In 
i:i;ngland,    will    secure    the    vote. 

Following  the  legislation  pa«sed  at 
the  recent  session  of  the  Legielatiire,  at 
which  the  necessary  authority  to  take 
the  votes  of  British  Columbians  on  ac- 
tive eervice  was  given,  the  British 
military  authorities  were  approached 
with  a  view  to  ascertaining  their  wishes 
in  the  matter,  it  being  the  desire  of  the 
Uovernment  to  pursue  only  such  a 
course  as  met  with  the  full  approval 
of  the  War  Office.  Recently,  word  was 
received  that  the  War  Office  did  not 
reel  disposed  to  permit  of  the  balloting 
being  extended  to  the  actual  front.  But 
so  far  as  the  men  stationed  In  Kngland 
were  concerned,  the  position  of  the  War 
Office   was   ntJt   then   clear. 

Yesterday,  however,  definite  informa- 
tion was  I'ecelved.  Those  British  Co- 
lumbians with  the  colors  and  who  are 
stationed  in  Kngland  at  the  time  of  the 
election  will  have  full  opportunity  to 
exercise  th^  franchise.  It  is  estimated 
that  at  present  there  are  about  12,000 
British  Columbians  in  Kngland.  While, 
when  the  election  date  arrives,  there 
win  have  been  many  of  tho«e  men  ad- 
vanced to  the  battle  front,  their  places 
will  be  taken  by  other  contingents  from 
this  Province.  The  arrangements  mude 
by  the  (Jovernment  will  ensure  that 
these  men  will  not  loss  their  vote,  but, 
InHtead,  will  have  opportunity  to  pass 
I'pon  the  Important  i«inues  which,  at 
this  coming  elcotlon,  will  he  placed  be- 
fore   the    electors   nf   the    Province. 

Now  that  definite  advices  have  been 
received,  the  preliminary  steps  for  tak- 
ing the  vote  of  the  men  from  this 
Province   can    be   proceeded   with.

TO  ROCK  m  BRIDGE 


Tells  City  Council  Changed 
Traffic  Conditions  Render 
Construction  Unnecessary 
Expense. 


Objection  to  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Rock  Bay  bridge  was  made  to  the  City 
Council  last  night  by  Mr.  Thomas  C. 
Sorby,  chiefly  because  there  is  little 
need  for  the  bridge  now  as  transporta- 
tion conditions  in  the  city  have  changed 
since  the  olden  days  when  the  bridge 
was  a  matter  of  necessity.  The  alder- 
men thought  that  the  city  had  no  right 
to  go  back  on  Its  decision  to  build  the 
bridge,  but  turned  Mr.  Sorby's  letter 
over  to  th^  harbor  committee  for  con- 
sideration.     He  wrote  as   follows: 

"At  the  time  this  bridge  was  first 
built,"  said  Mr.  Sorby,  "there  were  no 
paved  streets  In  Victoria,  and  the  route 
from,  say,  the  old  Post  Office  to  Point 
ICllice  bridge  was  via  the  old  Govern- 
ment Street  bridge  at  the  east  end  of 
nock  Bay,  up  the  hill  to  John  Street, 
down  again  to  Bridge  Street  and  Work 
Street  and  thence  to  Point  Klllce.  The 
route  was  circuitous  and  the  roads  were 
most  difficult  for  horses,  and  possibly 
worse  for  pedestrians.  A  bridge  that 
could  therteforo  avoid  this  hill  and 
shorten  the  distance  of  the  heavy  haul 
was  most  welcome  to  the  ratepayers  of 
that  day;  the  savIYig  in  distance  being 
nearly  one  thousand  yards  and  the  dif- 
ficult grades  were  avoided.  To  the  cars 
then  starting  to  run  this  old  route  was 
quite  Impracticable;  the  bridge  made 
It  possible. 

Ooadltlona   Ohaarad 

"The  circumstances  of  the  present  day 
are  altogether  different.  We  have 
splendidly  paved  streets,  a  much  short- 
er route  and  easier  grades  by  altogether 
new  streets  since  opened  up;  the  horse 
traction  Is  rapidly  becoming  a  thing 
of  the  past,  every  progressive  merchant 
has  adopted  the  motor,  to  which  grades 
are  of  no  consequence.  The  small  loads 
hauled  at  three  or  four  miles  an  hour 
have  given  way  to  the  four  to  six-ton 
loads  hauled  at  eight  or  ten  miles  an 
hour.  The  necessities  Ihat  made  old 
Rock  Bay  bridge  a  boon  have  entirely 
passed  away. 

"I  venture  to  say  that  no  by-law,  au- 
th(n-l7.ing  the  building  of  a  bridge  at 
this  point,  could  be  passed  today.  The 
ratepayers,  with  their  debts  unpaid  for 
these  splendid  aew  streets,  would  not 
authorise  the  expenditure  of  hard-to-be- 
obtained  funds  for  a  perfectly  unneces- 
sary work. 

"The  proposad  method  of  handling 
this  bridge,  by  workmen  called  from 
Qarbally  Road  when  a  vessel  Is  waiting, 
will  certainly  not  commend  Itself  to 
shipping  interests;  and  in  this  connec- 
tion I  beg  to  Invite  your  most  serious 
attention  to  a  case  recently  tried,  the 
Star  Steamship  Company  against  the 
City  of  Vancouver,  in  whlcU  the  city  of 
Vancouver  Is  mulcted  in  12.200  damages 
for  failure  to  promptly  open  a  bridge 
across    False   Creek. 

"1  would  suggest  that  If  the  city  has 
any  legal  rights  to  the  area  now  covered 
by  this  bridge,  that  that  area  be  dis- 
posed of  for  commercial  purposes,  either 
by  sale  or  lease,  aa  this  site  would  be  of 
considerable  value. 

"I  undersUnd  that  motor  trucks 
would  not  be  allowed  to  pass  over  thla 
proposed  bridge,  and  that  horses  would 
have  to  walk!  And  as  the  traffic  of  the 
future  will  be  by  motor  vehicles  this 
bridge  would  be  practically  barred 
against  all  progressive  business  nnd  use- 
less except  to  pedestrians  and  cyclists 
and    the   last   of  -the   horses."

Mr.  Thomas  Adams,  Advisor  to 
Commission  of  Conserva- 
tion, Comes  to  Form  Branch 
of  League. 


Mr.  Thomas  Adams,  town  planning 
advisor  to  the  Commission  of  Conser- 
vation, Ottawa,  will  address  a  public 
meeting  here,  under  the  auapicea  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  at  that  organisation's 
rooms,  tomorrow  afternoon.  All  Vic- 
torians who  are  Interested  in  the  de- 
velopment of  their  city  along  the  most 
up-to-date  and  Improved  lines  are  asked 
to  attend  the  meeting,  provision  being 
made  for  the  accommodation  of  ,up  to 
200   persons. 

The  special  mission  of  Mr.  Adams  In 
visiting  the  Coast  is  to  organize 
branches  of  the  Civic  Improvement 
League,  a  body  formed  last  Kali.  In 
Eastern  Canada,  for  the  purpose  of 
aupplementtng  the  work  of  municipal 
authorities  in  the  general  arrangement 
of  cities.  It  is  probable  that  steps  will 
be  taken  at  Wednesday's  meeting  to  form 
a  branch  in  Victoria. 

Mr.  Adams  Is  now  in  Vancouver, 
where  there  was  a  conference  of  dele- 
gates from  various  parts  of  the  Prov- 
ince, last  evening.  Mr.  Adams  came  to 
the  Coast  specially  to  attend  this  func- 
tion, and.  after  organizing  a  branch  of 
the  league  there,  will  visit  several  oth- 
er cities  In  Western  Canada.  He  will 
reach  here  tomorrow  morning,  and  will 
leave  for  Prince  Rupert  at  3:30  'clock, 
thus  only  having  a  couple  of  hours  In 
Victoria.  The  meeting  will,  neces- 
sarily be  a  short  one,  but  those  In  at- 
tendance will  have  an  opportunity  also 
of  hearing  the  address  of  Mr.  A.  C. 
Flumerfelt  on  the  development  of  Can- 
ada after  the  war,  which  will  commence 
at  3  o'clock.  It  is  expected  that  many 
Victorians  will  take  advantage  of  this 
double   opportunity. 

It  Is  maintained  by  the  supporters 
of  the  Civic  Improvement  League  that 
the  study  and  advancement  of  the  true 
principles  of  city  development  are  mat- 
ters of  considerable  importance  to 
every  citizen  of  the  Dominion;  embody- 
ing, as  they  do,  auch  questlona  as  the 
physical  and  moral  health  of  the  nation, 
town  planning  and  the  housing  of  the 
people,  public  recreation,  the  prevention 
and  elimination  of  slum  life,  etc.  The 
whole  economic  development  of  the 
Province  depends  largely  on  the  Inter- 
est taken  In  this  Important  subject. 
Local  attempts  have  been  made  to  deal 
with  these  matters,  but  with  only  par- 
tial success,  and  It  Is  now  realized  that 
a  strong  Dominion  organization  should 
be  formed  to  cope  with  these  civic  and 
municipal  problems. 

Mr.  Adams,  in  his  address,  will  cover 
many  phases  of  civic  development  and 
improvement.  He  contends  that  there 
la  something  else  to  be  done  besides 
electing  a  mayor  and  aldermen  and 
beautifying  lota  and  boulevards.  It 
is  also  important  to  recognise  that 
town-planning  Is  not  so  much  a  ques- 
tion of  looking  after  tha  boulevarda 
and  civic  government  as  it  la  of  land 
development.  At  the  root  of  the  whole 
question,  Mr.  Adams  believes,  la  that 
of  Industrial  efficiency  and  business 
management  of  a  city's  affairs.  He  la 
an  advocate  fo/  a  muniripal  depart- 
ment to  which  all  municipalities  could' 
go  for  advice  In  matters  that  concern 
the   government   nf  these   municipalities. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trade  are 
specially  requested  to  take  this  inti- 
mation of  the  meeting,  aa  Mr.  Adams  ac- 
cepted the  Invitation  to  address  a  meet- 
ing here  by  long  distance  telephone, 
yesterday  afternoon,  and  It  was  then 
too   late   to  send    printed   notices  out.

"In  Comox.  the  outlook  for  the  Con- 
aervatlve party  has  never  been  better.

The  better 
element  among  .  the  Liberals  make  no 
secret  of  their  disgust  and  their  deter- 
mination-to  ahow  their  dlaapproval  of 
auch   malpractices." 

ZmproTed   Ooadltloaa 

Discussing  conditions  in  his  riding, 
Mr.  Manson  stated  that  the  legislation 
Itassed  at  the  last  aesalon  of  the  Houae, 
especially  in  respect  to  the  assistance 
to  the  loggers  In  the  shape  of  not  en- 
forcing the  customary  tax  at  once,  but 
Instead,  permitting  the  operations  of 
logging  to  proceed  to  a  point  where  the 
logger's  returns  are  In  slglit  before  en- 
forcing him  to  meet  the  Oovernment'a 
charges,  has  had  a  most  satisfactory 
effect  on  the  operations  of  the  loggers 
and  much  work  la  being  done.  Then, 
too,  the  Government's  measure  in  aid 
of  the  shlp-bulldlng  industry  will  mean 
much  for  the  lumber  Industry  of  Comox. 
The  great  trouble  haa  been  lack  of  bot- 
toms In  which  to  export  lumber  to  the 
markets  of  the  world.  But  since  the 
Government's  shipping  policy  was  put 
Into  concrete  legislation,  the  results 
are  excellent.  In  Vancouver,  three 
keela  of  veasela  to  be  engaged  in  the 
lumber  trade  have  been  laid,  and  In 
Victoria  work  will  shortly  start  upon 
more  vesJ^ls.  These  evidences  of  com- 
ing ahipping  facilities  have  brought 
great  encouragement  to  the  lumber  in- 
terests In  Comox.  Another  government 
measure  which  has  greatly  assisted  the 
loggers  of  that  section  is  the  permi:!- 
sion  for  the  continued  export  of  logs  in 
the  unmanufactured  atate. 

The  longshoremen's  atrike  at  United 
States'  Pacific  Coaat  ports  has  had 
aome  effect  on  the  logging  industry  on 
thla  side  In  that  it  haa  tied  up  the  ex- 
port lumber  business  of  the  mills  In 
Washington,  to  aome  extent.  A  atrike 
In  the  Washington  shingle  mills  has 
also  interfered  somewhat  with  the  ex- 
port ahln^le  business  In  British  Colum- 
bia, but,  generally  speaking,  there  Is  a 
feling  of  confidence  among  the  lumber- 
men which  Is  Indicative  of  the  Im- 
proved .conditions  at  present  compared 
with  those  in  the  Comox  district,  re- 
cognize the  successful  efforts  the  Gov- 
ernment haa  made  and  la  making  to 
improve    the  situation. 

Wim  ALD.  TODD 
TO  EXPLAIN  "STEC 

Council  Anxious  About  Use  of 
Incriminating  Word  in  News- 
paper Statement — Johnson 
Street  Bridge  Question. 

Mayor  Stewart,  Alderman  Porter,  and 
Alderman  Dllworth.  at  last  night's  meet- 
ing of  the  City  Council,  did  their  best  to 
lorce  Alderman  Todd  to  Justify  his  uae 
of  the  word  "steal,"  In  a  letter  to  The 
Colonlat,  on  Friday  laat,  dealing  with 
the  option  on  waterfront  property  ia 
connection  with  the  Johnson  Street 
bridge   question. 

Alderman  Porter  brought  the  matter 
up  by  reading  the  following  part  of 
Alderman  Todd'a  letter:  "1  freely  and 
trankly  admit  that  I  am  glad  to  have 
had  a  good  ahare  In  preventing  the  ateal 
taking  place,  and  I  am  quite  confident 
that  the  harbor  bridge  will  come  alright 
in    due   course." 

"It  would  be  Interesting  for  us  to 
know  whether  there  was  any  steal  In 
thla  connection,"   said  Alderman   Porter. 

Alderman  Todd  jumped  to  hla  feet. 
"1  don't  think  thla  is  the  proper  place 
to  consider  auch  a  statement,"  he  aald. 
'That  appeared  In  a  letter  of  mine  to  a 
new*  paper." 

Then  the  Mayor  took  a  hand  In  It. 
"You  had  no  right  to  make  any  atate- 
ment  sucb  aa  you  made  In  that  letter, 
without  making  it  clear  whom  you  re- 
ferred to,"   he  aald   to  Alderman  Todd. 

Alderman  Todd  explained  that  the 
optlona  were  *  ken  on  the  property  at 
the  Eaatern  termlnua  of  the  propoeed 
bridge,  "to  get  down  to  a  definite  pro- 
poaltlon."  He  aald  that  such  pro- 
cedares  were  common.  "I  once  tried  to 
get  an  option  on  property  owned  by 
you."  be  aald.  addrtaslng  the  Mayor. 
"1    offered    140.000  " 

"No,  you  offered  oaly  |3t,0*«,"  eor* 
rected   the   Mayor. 

"And  it  was  |S0,000  you  wanted,  and 
I  never  bought  the  property,  la  the 
aaroe  way,  we  tried  to  get  these  water- 
front ewaera  down  to  a  bualnese  baaio 
and   finally   got   a  price  of   |>3«,**«. " 

"And  to  that  everyone  oa  the  Ceua> 
cU   a«reed,'   added   the   Mayer. 

"No.  We  Jnat  took  the  optlona  to  get 
dawa  to  eoinetbUi«  definke.  If  we 
could  not  build  the  bridge  at  a  reaaen- 
aMe  cbet  we  would  have  gone  to  Tatea 
(Street  or  Herald  Street.  If  you  waat 
to  put  this  by-law  before  the  people  and 
are  eure  a  majority  of  the  paopla  are 
ta  Uvor  of  It,  «•  abaad  aad  %  It."

"I  never  recommended  irtttting  this 
hy-law  before  the  people,"  interrupted 
the    Mayor. 

Alderman  Dllworth — "There's  too 
much  of  this  buslneHs.  The  fact«  are 
that  in  1913  and  laH,  property  was 
worth  much  moFe  than  rriu  today. 
When  these  options  were  taken  there 
was  not  one  dissenter  on  the  board.  1 
admit  that  we  might  have  had  to  pay 
a  little  more  than  we  ubouid  have.  Hut 
thla  agri-ement  went  through  the  whole 
Council.  We  can  easily  ko  to  work  and 
say  that  we  are  paying  too  much  money. 
Hut  why  did  wc  go  into  the  agreement 
and  fritter  away  the  people's  money  If 
we  didn't  agree'.'  I  say  It  comes  with 
very  bad  grace  from  Alderman  Todd, 
who  works  in  objections  now,  but  who 
had  nothing  to  say  when  the  matter  was 
up." 

Apolosliea   for  Aldermaa  Todd 

Alderman  Todd  sat  in  bin  seat  and 
said  nothing,  but  to  his  aNHistance  came 
Alderman  Bell.  He  first  ordered  Alder- 
man Dllworth  to  keep  quiet  so  that  he 
could  speak.  Then  he  proceeded:  "I 
think  this  word  'steal'  wa«  unfortunate- 
ly used.  You  know,  we  In  this  country 
have  got  into  the  habit  of  using  these 
words    'steal'    and    'graft'    loosely." 

He  continued  to  explain  that  the 
agreement  had  not  been  pii.ssert  without 
many  diecussions  and  that  although  the 
aldermen  signed  it,  some  of  them  were 
not  satisfied  that  they  were  getting 
value   for   it. 

"The  reason  why  it  went  through  v  as 
that  the  city  was  clamoring  for  the 
bridge,"  he  said.  "And  after  long  ne- 
gotiations we  thought  we  hart  reached 
the  best  bargain  that  we  could.  But 
there  were  a  number  of  us  who  doubt- 
ed whether  the  city  would  agree  to  that 
exceeaive   price,    and    some    of    us    made 


the  agreement  unanimoua  againat  our 
better    Judgment." 

The  Major  ended  tho  discussion  with 
the  following:  "1  never  had  any  hesita- 
tion In  saying  Junt  what  I  thought  of 
any  man  In  public  life,  and  1  wont  go 
t»»ck  OH  tbaf  now.  1  don't  think  Alder- 
man Todd  had  any  right  to  put  any- 
thing like  that  in  the  newspaper.  And 
1  don't  propose  to  sit  here  and  let  any- 
thing like  that  be  said  without  Alder- 
man Todd  telling  us  to  whom  he 
reiers."

It  may  seem  to  Home  people  of  little 
Importance  that  twenty  or  thirty  wo- 
men in  a  rural  district  should  gather  to- 
gettter  once  a  month  to  discuss  their 
affairH,  but  It  Is  doubtful  If  any  agency 
is  doing  more  for  the  progress  of  the 
country. 

The  members  of  the  Womens  Insti- 
tutes discuss  HubJect.H  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance to  them.  They  are  learning 
how  to  be  better  housekeepers,  better 
wives,  better  mothers  and  better  work- 
ers. Kach  brIngH  to  the  meeting  ex- 
periences and  Ideas,  and  often  the  till- 
ing of  these  Is  helpful  to  others.  House- 
keeping becomes  a  business,  of  which 
every  detail  Is  Important.  The  care  of 
children  at  home  and  their  surroundings 
in  the  school  are  matters  upon  which 
the  ^omen  consult  together.  The  neigh- 
borhood needs  are  realized,  and  meetings 
for  amusement  and  Instruction  are  held. 
The  Instructors  Hent  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  And  an  Interested 
and  riSceptlve  audience  In  the  women 
who  have  found  that  they  had  diltlcul- 
ties  which  none  of  them  could  solve. 
Women  and  girls  who  formerly  lived 
Isolated  lives,  are  cheered  and  helped,  as 
they  find  that  their  welfare  Is  a  matter 
of  general  concern.  The  Kurroundlngs 
of  homes  become  more  beautiful,  and 
much  of  the  drudgery  of  the  Interior 
disappears  as  the  mistresses  learn  how 
to  economize  labor.  Gradually  men.  too, 
learn  to  take  a  pride  In  their  homes  and 
to  Introduce  Into  the  kitchen  labor-sAv- 
Ing  devices,  as  forty  years  ago  their 
fathers  bought  sewing  machines  for  the 
sitting  room. 

A  aplrit  of  friendship  and  goodfellow- 
shlp  leads  to  evening  entertainments, 
where  husbands  and  wives,  sons  and 
daughters  meet  for  enjoyment  as  occa- 
sion serves,  and  sooner  than  might  be 
expected  the  Jealousy  and  suspicion,  too 
often  rife  In  small  communities,  dis- 
appears. Bettef  than  these  are  the 
neighborly  visits  In  times  of  sickness  or 
sorrow  or  need,  when  everyt^iing  Is  for- 
gotten In  the  desire  to  help. 

Wholesome,  too.  Is  the  friendly  rival- 
ry in  exhibitions  of  one  kind  or  other, 
where  each  member  shows  the  best  her 
skill  can  prodvice.  Very  plali/  people 
some  of  these  cointry  women  are.  but 
common  sense  and  good  feeling  make 
their  association  together  a  pleasure  sel- 
dom enjoyed  In  more  sophisticated 
circles. 

In  this  Province,  especially,  where 
families  come  together  from  all  part* 
of  the  world,  and  where  not  InfreMUcnt- 
ly  they  had  little  experience  In  agri- 
cultural pursuits.  Women's  Institutes 
should  be  organised  wherever  possible. 
On  the  other  hand,  in  the  rur^l  districts 
there  are  on  Vancouver  Island  many 
women  of  etducatlon.  Intelligence  and 
refinement.  These  can  make  a  contri- 
bution, and  a  very  valuable  one,  to  the 
general  good.  While  they  learn  from 
their  practical  neighbor*:  they  can  teach 
many  lessons  of  no  less  value  than  those 
they  receive.

"A  16-room  two-story  building  on  a 
200-foot  block  leaves  very  little  play 
grouni^  The  building  stands  in  the 
middle  of  the  block,  and  the  margin  on 
the  sides  is  so  Aarrow  that  it  Is  not  of 
much  use  for  play.  On  the  other  hand. 
If  the  building  Is  put  on  the  outside 
of  the  lot  a  large  squure  is  left  in  the 
centre  for  the  playground. 

"It  is  surprising  to  nee  how  narrow  a 
margin  enuals  In  area  a  central  square. 
A  3-lnch  frame  on  a  H-lncli  picture  is 
larger  In  area  than  the  picture  Itself. 
The  school  building  can  be  put  where 
the  frame  l«,  and  the  central  playground 
be  the  picture.  We  llnd  that  a  one-story 
building  of  18  rooms  can  he  built  this 
way  on  a  200-foot  block,  with  a  10-foot 
passageway  or  cloister  on  nil  xldes.  and 
still  leave  a  playgro\ind  court  In  the 
middle  120  feet  square. 

"The  greater  freedom  thus  allowed 
adds  much  to  the  efllcleiiry  of  the  school. 
Also,  It  Is  a  boon  to  many  pupils,  girls 
especially,  to  have  the  labor  of  stair 
climbing  done  away   with. 

"Many  variations  can  be  made  on  the 
ohe-story  plan;  In  our  new  buildings 
there  Is  no  basement  under  the  class 
rooms,  but  there  Is  a  furnace  ai  one  end 
of  the  building.  For  assembly  and  for 
evening  meetings  there  1«  In  each  build- 
ing a  good-slsed  auditorium  on  the  groJnd 
floor.  The  rainy-day  playroom  at  Ken- 
nedy, instead  of  being  in  a  basement 
and  needing  one  more  set  of  stairs.  Is 
simply  part  of  a  court  roofed  over  and 
fkyllghted — an  open-air  space  ilry  under 
foot,  an  Ideal  playroom  for  our  climate. 

Why  not  build  school  buildings  for 
school  purposes  and  not  for  monuments? 
Why  build  them  high  Just  because  school 
buildings  have  been  built  high  In  the 
past?  Let  us  build  one-story  school 
buildings,  secure  better  school  work, 
save  money  and  save  life." 

Victoria  has  HChoolhouses  enough  for 
the  present.  Before  others  are  needed 
there  will  bo  plenty  of  lime  to  consider 
the  advantages  or  dlsadvantageH  of  this 
new   system    of   school   architecture.

It  may  be  possible  that  some  ladles 
in  this  city,  who  have  not  visited  the 
local  headquarters  of  the  Daughtara  of 
the  Kmplrc,  are  not  awaro  of  tha  grand 
work  being  accomplished  by  thUi  splen- 
uld    army    of    feminine    workers. 

The  headfiuarters  of  the  Municipal 
i-hapter  of  the  I.  O.  D.  E.  are  the  scene 
of  numerous  activities.  In  which  many 
women  prominent  In  society  and  club 
circles  have  generously  come  to  the 
front,  and  offered  their  time  and  ser- 
vices, gratuitously.  Many  of  th«»e  wo- 
men, forgetting  self  entirely,  perform 
arduous  and  tedious  work,  all  for  the 
cause  which  they  lu^ve  espoused;  name- 
ly, Vaking  c^re  of  the  physical  needs  of 
the   numerous   soldierti   at   the   front. 

l'>ver.v  day  a  committee  is  in  charge 
or  the  work  at  these  rooms,  and  visitors 
always  receive  a  cordial  welcome,  and 
are  graciously  "shown  around."  They 
never  fall  to  express  admiration  for  tha 
work  accompll«hpd  and  despatched  In 
such  prompt  order.  They  have  a  stock 
of  woollen  shirts  (alrelldy  cut  out  for 
stitching  and  finishing),  and  bundles  of 
yarn  which  they  will  give  out  to  any 
woman  who  deslreti  to  help  supply  the 
soldiers  with  socks  and  shirts,  yet  feels 
that  she  cannot  afford  to  buy  the  neces- 
sary matprlals  In  these  strenuous  times 
The  members  of  each  chapter  of  tha 
1.  O.  D.  E.  have  volunteered  to  under- 
take sortie  of  thl«  work  with  splendid 
results.  In  addition  to  this  work,  as 
previously  announced,  the  various  chap- 
ters have  undertaken  to  supply  the  men 
at  the  front  with  Jam,  each  chapter 
choosing  a  different  variety  and  pack- 
ing It  In  4  lb.  tins,  absolutely  leak-proof 
and  bearing  the  lnd|vld<ial  label  of  the 
particular   chapter.  , 

The  field  comforts  which  are  received 
are  tabulated,  sorted,  and  packed  ac- 
cording to  their  Bi7.es  and  uses.  The 
sock.t  are  all  tacked  together  In  pairs, 
und  sixe  tickets  are  attached.  They  are 
then  sorted  and  tied  In  bundles,  and 
racked.  ^  Many  packages  come  In,  con- 
taining socks,  shirts,  or  perhaps  candy, 
papers' and  other  articles.  Some  tiear 
labels  addressed  to  certain  soldiers  at 
the  front^  but  many  are  labelled:  "To 
a  Lonely  Soldier  at  the  Front  "  It  can 
be  readily  imagined  how  much  cheer  and 
encouragement  such  a  parcel  might  con- 
\ey  to  the  recipient.  Many  letters  have 
been  recelve<l  from  grateful  and  de- 
lighted soldiers,  thanking  these  ladles 
und  through  them  the  donora  for  their 
many  kind  gifts.  A  collection  of  these 
are  on  exhibition  at  the  rooms  and  will 
tie  ahown  willingly  to  those  desirous  of 
seeing  them.  Any  gift  which  will  bring 
pleasure  and  comfort  to  "a  boy  at  the 
tront"  will  be  gladly  received  by  the 
ladies  In  charge  at  the  headquarters, 
V3.1  Kort  Htreet. 

It  may  be  mentioned  In  this  connec- 
tion that  the  ladies  are  expecting  to 
pack  their  parcels  In  a  few  da)**,  pre- 
paratory to  aending  a  shipment  over- 
eeaa:  and  desire  all  those  Intending  to 
make  gifts  of  field  comforts  to  aend 
them  in  an  aoon  aa  poselble.  ft  la  gen- 
erally understood  that  those  who  can 
nfford  to  aend  thair  parcels  at  their 
own  expense  will  do  ao,  thus  ralleving 
tlila   aociety  of  unnacesaarx  expenae.

xospel  of  the  franchise  while  no  one 
had  paid  the  slightest  heed  to  it  at  all 
and  not  an  Inch  of  progresB  had  been 
made.  Now  Mr.  Bowser  had  placed 
th*  question  right  Ip  the  middle  of 
the  stage,  and  Riven  them  a  chance  to 
get  what  they  wanted  by  working  for 
it.  There  waa  no  gratitude  for  half  a 
loaf  with  her.  Hhe  wanted  all  or  noth- 
ing. In  other  words,  she  was  glorious- 
ly Illogical  and  nconnlHtent.  I  suppose 
if  woman  were  logical  and  consistent, 
so  an  to  be  easily  understood,  she 
would  not  be  half  as  Interesting  and 
charming  as  she  Is.  What  was  it  the 
poet  Raid — Inconstancy  thy  name  Is 
woman,  or  words  to  that  effect. 

In  tho  second  place,  I  b<>g  most  hum- 
bly to  suggest  that  the  ladles  will  not 
b«  wise  in  treating  too  seriously  Mr. 
Brewster's  promise  to  give  them  the 
franchise  without  a  referendum  when 
he  gets  Into  power.  They  may  get 
very  tired  waiting  for  it  before  he 
geta  into  a  position  to  grant  It.  Oppo- 
sition leaders  do  not  always  make  good 
their  opposition  promises  when  they 
get  Into  power.  Sir  Wilfrid  I^urler, 
when  In  opposition,  promised  the  peo- 
ple of  the  prairies  "free  trade  as  they 
have  it  In  Bngland.  What  he  gave  them 
when  he  did  get  In  was  aunpluiously 
like  the  old  National  Policy  taHfT.  plus 
the  German  surtax,  plu*  the  dumping 
clauses.  Lest  someone  should  take  the 
trouble  to  remind  mo  that  he  gave  us 
the  British  preferential  tariff,  let  me 
h*re  say  that  he  first  Increased  the 
duty  on  certain  articles,  then  irave  the 
British  preference,  leaving  the  old  tar- 
iff averaging  only  about  one  T**r  rent 
less  than  when  he  came  Into  ofTlce. 

Buppose  the  tranchtse  referendum 
■heuld  be  defeated  overwhelmingly, 
and  suppose  Mr.  Brewster  should  carry 
the  Province  does  anyone  suppose  he 
would  fore*  woman  suffrage  npon  the 
people  In  the  face  of  a  strongly  ad- 
verse vqte?  It  would  be  more  than  he 
dare  do.  It  would  be  more  than  his 
supporters  In  the  House  would  let  him 
do.  If  |Cr.  Brewster  should  win.  which 
I  do  not  anticipate.  It  woulil  be  by  the 
help  of  what  might  be  called  the  wet 
vote  of  the  Province.  KUewhere  that 
vote  has  alwaya  been  aRalnat  woman 
suffrage,  as  thp  wets  believe  women 
are  more  strongly  opposed  to  their 
business  than  the  men.  With  a  follow- 
ing In  the  House  elected  by  the  help  of 
that  vote  the  ladleH  might  have  to  wait 
for  the  franchise  as  the  prairie  farm- 
ers did  for  fred  trade. 

It  can  be  laid  down  an  a  very  safe 
rule  to  follow  under  all  circumstances 
that  It  Is  wise  to  make  the  best  of  the 
present.  The  ladles  have  now  a  splen- 
did opportunity  of  winning  the  light  by 
working  for  It.  Sare  methods,  a  care- 
ful avoidance  of  all  political  bias  and 
the  diaplay  of  sour  disdain  In  not  get- 
ting at  once  all  they  wanicd,  will  do 
more  to  further  their  causje  than  will 
H  blind  and  guileless  trust  in  th*  pre- 
•loctlon  pmmlaes  of  the  outs,  who. 
With  little  or  no  sense  of  responsibility.

Ordera  wer* 
taken  in  the  ai^rk-room  from  the  open- 
ing until  work  waa  finished  In  July. 
The  forelady,  who  had  charge  of  the 
weaving  room,  or  Mra.  Gordon  Grant 
•Igned  for  and  took  charge  of  any 
money  coming  Into  my  room. 

When  the  fall  aeaaon  opened  It  waa 
arranged  to  pay  caah  for  th*  goods, 
Mrs.  Grant  going  over  all  slips  and  ac- 
counts, gave  me  the  above  report  to 
November   1. 

As  yet  I  have  not  received  the  final 
report. 

The  stock  paid  for  and^ cash  on  hand 
would  leave  the  final   deficit  below  $90.

Sir, — The  old  bridge  having  becom* 
unsafe  for  traffic  and  continually  under 
repair,  shipping  inter^ts  hoped  It 
would  finally  be  removed.  However,  for 
pedestrians,  cyclists,  and  light  traffic 
it  was  a  short  cut.  The  city  proposed 
to  rebuild  it,  and  a  bascule  span  was 
spoken  of.  The  C.  N.  Railway  Is  about 
to  build  a  similar  bridge  over  the  chan- 
cel to  Selkirk  Water,  a  Bcherxer  bas- 
cule at  a  cost  of  about  120,000,  and  such 
a  structure  would  be  admirably  adapted 
to  Rock  Bay.  If  the  traffic  warranted 
It  being  properly  looked  after.  In  the 
same  way  those  at  False  Creek.  Van- 
couver,  are  handled. 

When  the  city  aent  It*  pTans  to  Ot- 
tawa for  approval,  copies  were  adver- 
tised as  open  for  Inspection  here.  The 
movable  span  proposed  by  the  city  Is  .'« 
swing  of  two  unequal  spans;  It  Is  a 
deck  bridge  of  timber  construction,  the 
deep  girders  being  below  the  floor  of 
the  bridge  reducing  the  clearance  from 
15  feet  under  the  old  bridge  to  only  9 
leet  under  the  new  structure.  Nothing 
laden  could  pas*  under  It.  therefore  It 
would  have  to  be  opened  whenever  any 
vessel  required  to  paa*.  and  the  methoJ 
of  opening  I*  objcctlonabl*.  Four  men 
would  have  to  be  hunted  up  at  the  Oar- 
bally  Road  yard*  to  man  the  windlass 
and  would  occupy  about  an  hour  over 
the  Job.  Besides,  men  would  not  always 
t^e  available,  particularly  about  th* 
middle  of  the  day  or  after  the  hours  of 
v/ork,  and  the  right*  of  shipping  would 
be  barred.  Neither  the  design  of  the 
t>rldge  nor  the  means  of  operating  It 
commend  themselves  to  shipping  men, 
and  their  right*  are  prior  to  all  ease- 
ments over  navigable  waters.  The 
least  oblectlonable  course,  all  things 
considered,  would  be  to  clear  away  the 
ruins,  as  fresh  routes  have  now  been 
opened  up.  and  the  raison  d'etre  hau 
long  ceased  to  exist:  or  if  the  rate- 
payers approve  a  bridge  and  have  the 
money  handy,  perhaps  an  efficient  mod- 
ern structure  that  will  at  once  serve 
as  a  first-class  highway  and  be  no  Im- 
pediment to  the  navigation  that  will 
frequent  these  waters  In  the  near  fu- 
ture. If  you  cannot  build  a  permanent 
serviceable  bridge,  don't  waste  future 
money; ''use  tho   neareat   street.

A  rrobUm  of  Bmpir*. 

Sir. — It  was  with  very  great  Intereat 
I  read  the  editorial  which  appeared  In 
your  Issue  of  July  6th,  1916,  under  the 
caption  of  "A   Problem  of  Kmplre." 

The  political  situation  within  the  Km- 
plre, as  we  find  It  today,  certainly  pre- 
sents the  most  perplexing  of  problems, 
and  demands  the  most  careful  and  seri- 
ous attention  of  all  those  who  wish  to 
see  the  Rmpire  preserve  Its  Integrity 
•nd  maintain  Its  posltk>n  as  a  world 
power.  How  much  consideration  you 
hav*  given  to  thta  subject  i  do  not 
know,  hut  your  article  would  suggest 
very  little.  On  the  other  hand,  l  do 
know  that  Mr.  Curtis,  of  whom  you 
speak  so  lightly,  has  devoted  the  whole 
of  his  time  for  some  years  past,  to  a 
most  careful  and  exhaustive  enquiry 
Into  the  extraordinary  anomalies  which 
the  political  situation  In  the  British 
lOmpIre  presents,  with  a  view  to  finding 
some  solution  therefor.  You  may,  by 
th*  way.  be  interestad  to  know  that  Mr. 
Curtis  was  one  of  the  handful  of  men 
wJ«o  were  Instrumental  In  bringing 
about  the  Union  of  South  Africa  In 
1904.  which,  though  severely  criticised 
at  the  time  by  those  who  had  not  given 
the  matter  full  consideration,  has 
nevertheleas  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
wisest  moves  In  the  annals  of  British 
statesmanship. 

Now,  while  I  do  not  agrae  with  Mr. 
CurtI*  In  som*  of  the  minor  details  of 
his  sch*m^  of  Imperial  Federation,  yet. 
In  th*  malii,  I  do  most  hsartlly  concur. 

Tou  atat*  that  "Mr.  Curtia  would  hav* 
u*  substltut*  for  an  Bmplr*  based  on 
voluntary  co-operation  on*  foundod  on 
on  coercion."  This  Is  a  very  erroneous 
statement,  and  Is  probably  du*  to  a  mla- 
ronceplton  on  your  part  of  the  proposal* 
which  Mr.  CurtI*  mak**,  coupled  with  a 
trac*  of  prejudice.  No  sane  man  would 
«ugg**t  for  a  moment  that  a  ■eh*m*  of 
rmperlal  Federation  could  meet  with  any 
■ucoeae  unles*  the  oompon*nt  part*  en- 
t*r*d  into  it  willingly  and  of  their  own 
fre*  chole*. 

Ten  nraly  do  not  giv*  Mr.  Curtia 
credit  for  much  foroslght  wh*n  you  aa- 
snm*  that  h*  haa  evarlookod  *ach  an 
Important  tmtli  aa  that  tb*  ceaaMit  of 
tb*  gev*m*4  te  th*  ale*  qua  nan  of 
Boceeaaful  aeT*min*nt.

Thia  la  on*  of  tb*  ear» 
dinal  prindploB  of  «*aHMratle  govenf 
m*nt.  and  It  la  only  In  aeN|Or  aa  It  ^ 
or  may  b*  neoeaeary  to  Impoo*  tb*  da* 
■ir*a  of  th*  majority  on  tb*  mtnotity, 
that  Mr.  Curtia  consider*  th*  poaalbUlty 
of  having  to  rasort  to  fore*  after  feder- 
ation ha*  been  brought  about. 

I  gatber  from  your  editorlala  that  you 
are  quite  content  to  appty  tbe  lalapex- 
fair*  doctrln*  to  Imp*rlal  polltlca.  but 
while  thl*  vl*w  waa  more  or  leaa  prera- 
lent  with  the  "man  on  tbe  atreet"  prior 
to  Auguat,  1*14.  I  .fall  to  undarataad 
how  anyone  can  now,  In  view  of  what 
haa  transpired  alnce  then,  anhere  to  that 
view.  Are  we  alwaya  to  be  content  to 
have  the  Issues  of  peace  and  war  deter- 
mined by  a  government  in  which  we  are 
not  repreaented,  and  which  la  not  re- 
si»onslble  to  u«?  If  we  are  content  then 
we    prove    ouraelves   unworthy   of   aelf- 


govemment.  and  ahlrk  tbe  reaponslMllty 
wl^lcta  Is  ours.  If.  on  th*  othor  hand, 
we  a|-e  not  aatlallad  with  that  aUte  of 
affair*  tb*n  what  ta  to  b^denet  A  mo- 
mcnt'*  refl*ctlon  will  *bew  that  we  hav* 
paly  two  altamatlvaa.  Stthar  we  muat 
tak*  bpenr  oiirs*lv**  tbe  full  ami  com- 
pl*t*  r«apon*lblllty  of  oar  foreign  af- 
fair*. d*ciding  for  ouroelv**  what  our 
foreign  policy  ahall  be.  or  we  muat 
com*  to  *om*  d*flnlt*  arrang*m*nt  with 
tlM  r**t  of  tb*  Rmplr*.  for  our  full 
partleipatlon  In  the  framing  of  foreign 
policy  and  for  aharlng  tbe  reaponelblllty 
thar«for.

Among  the  products  arriving  in  Vic- 
toria now  in  large  quantities  are  oan- 
taloupea  and  cucumbers.  Cantaloupes, 
however,  are  at  such  an  exceptionally 
high  price  that  there  is  not  likely  to  be 
a  brisk  demand  fur  litem.  No  cucum- 
bers sre  being  brought  in  from  outside, 
the  local  supply  satisfying  the  demand.
